Question 14. What Preachers have died during the past year ? 
Rev. John W. Brady, a native of North Caijplina, was con* 
verted ^bout the year 1849, and received into the General Con- 
ference at the close of 1852. He was appointed to serve the 
Dade Mission in 1853 and 1854, Carnesville Circuit in 1855 and 
1856, Murphy Mission in ISS?, Blairsville Mission in 1858, Villa 
$ica and Haralson Mission in 1859 and 1860, and LaFayette 
Circuit in 1861 and 1862. He was laboring on the last named 
circuit with his usual zeal and success at the commencement of 
this sanguinary war, which has laid upon the altar of liberty so 
many precious sacrifices of the noble, the pure and the loved of 
our land. Blessed with a vigorous constitution, and filled with 
patriotic ardor, he thought it his imperative duty to aid in the 
defence of his invaded country. Under this conviction, he accepted 
the command of a company raised in Walker county, Georgia, 

* which united with others in March, 1862, in the formation of the 
39th Georgia Regiment. 

Efficient, courteous, and brave, he endeared himself to the 
entire brigade, and won an enviable reputation as an officer of 
the line. . 
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but was doubtless instrumental in turning many to righteousness. 
He endured great hardship and privation in the campaigns in 
Kentucky, Mississippi, Tennessee and Georgia. On the 15th of 
last May, after having prayed with his company several times in 
the trenches at Resaca, Georgia, he was suddenly killed .by a shot 
from the enemy’s lines. 

Brother Brady was a man of genial spirit, an earnest and 
successful minister, able in exhortation, indefatigable as a pastor, 
and remarkably fond of the songs of Zion. During the ten 
years of his active ministerial labors, he traveled on large and 
difficult Circuits and Missions, often receiving but small pecu- 
niary compensation for his labors, yet he was ever cheerful and 
uncomplaining. He acted in all things, not according to his own 
will, but as a son in the Gospel, willing to labor in those places 
which his brethren judged most for _the glory of God. We 
have known but few ministers who have used all the talents 
committed to their trust with as much fidelity as our deceased 
brother. Hence we find him both in the fold and in the field, 
always abounding in the work of the Lord; and, like Stephen* 
the first martyr, praying for himself and others amid the falling 
missiles of death. Scarcely have the expressions of prayer died 
upon his lips ere he receives the fatal wound and falls asleep in 
Jesus. 

Rev. Eli Bennett became an itinerant preacher about 1833 or 
1834. He was by birth a North Carolinian ; moved to Georgia, 
and became a member of our Conference in his early manhood. 
We do not know the day of his birth, and we have not been 
able to ascertain the fields in which he has labored. We know 
this : he was an effective and devoted preacher for about twenty 
years, but for many years past has been on the superapuated 
list. 

He was in Atlanta when the Federal- army approached, lying 
ill in age and feebleness extreme. He was removed from th" 
beleaguered city with the sound of hostile cannon in his ear, but 
with God’s peace in his heart. He was taken to Newton county. 
Soon after the Master called for him : 44 It is enough, come up 
higher.” - • 
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Brother Bennett professed sanctification, and was truly an 
“ epistle known and read of all men.” 

But God has taken him from “ the evil to come” and that now 
is. He has housed him from every storm that can blow. He 
has gathered him in peace to his fathers, and we are assured that 
our venerable brother has already heard this welcome, “ Well 
done Jthou good and faithful servant, enter thou into the joy of 
thy Lord.” 

Rev. James R. Stewart was admitted on trial *in the Georgia 
Conference in 1860, appointed to the Randolph Circuit in 1861, 
to the Weston Circuit in 1862, and traveled the Sumter Circuit 
in 1863. 

It was during the Summer of this year, and while engaged in 
a gracious revival — a work to which he was peculiarly adapted 
and in which he was eminently successful — that frequent hemor- 
rhages marked him as a victim to consumption, and made it 
necessary for the ensuing Conference^) assign him to the Super- 
numerary list of 1864. r 1 

This was his last appointment. Immediately after Conference 
all hope of his recovery was lost, and, about the middle of 
February, surrounded by -a lovely companion, three interesting 
children, and numerous relatives, our beloved brother gave his 
parting admonitions, sent messages to loved ones absent, and 
exchanged Jerusalem on earth for Jerusalem in heaven. To say 
that his end was peace would be but a faint representation of his 
sublime departure. Rev. S. Anthony refers to it as the most 
triumphant death he had ever witnessed. 

“But things present, things to come, death and life all are 
ours,’* and, if possible, the life of brother S. is a more instructive 
lesson, a richer legacy, a more wonderful achievement than his 
death. To a soul whose highest ambition, daily petitions, and 
only standard Of ministerial fidelity are to win souls to Christ, 
Heaven affords clear and convicting conceptions of ministerial 
qualifications, coupled with a lively apprehension of the greatness 
of “ the Power that worketh in us.” Such was his case. His 
’ soul would not be satisfied short of that holiness “ without which 
no man can see the Lord,” and triumphing over the inventions of 
man and the doctrine of devils, he sought, obtained, enjoyed the 
great blessing of santifieation. * • 

With this attainment he was a “ vessel unto honor, meet for 
the Master’s* use, and prepared unto every good work.” This 
led him to “ study to show himself approved unto God.” This 
opened his plentiful purse to the poor. This made him an 
“ example of the believers in conversation, in charity, in spirit, 
in faith.’’ And this “seasoned his conversation with grace,” 
invested every action with sublimity, stamped immortality upon 
his memory, and furnished a Celestial escort to that region of 
unclouded splendor where “ they that be wise shall shine as the 
brightness of the firmament ; and they that turn many to right- 
eousness as the stars for ever and ever.”

MISSIONARY REPORT. 

\ 

We present the following condensed statement of the material 
facts in reference to those mission fields within the bounds of our 
Conference, from which we have been able to obtain reports : 
Asbiiry and Trinity Mission , Augusta, Rev. D. D. Cox, the 
missionary, presents a most interesting and encouraging report. 
Asbury has 232 members and 78 probationers, and has paid to 
the missionary $2,871.00. Trinity has 138 members, 118 proba- 
tioners, and has paid to the missionary $220. The mission raised 
for the Army Mission $900, and for the Conference collection 
$850. When we have added that the mission has built a hand- 
some brick parsonage at a cost of $30,000, and that no difficulty 
is anticipated in paying the' last instalment of its indebtedness, 
we will not b^e surprised at the missionary’s statement that his 
charge is in a “prosperous condition,” and that both Churches 
have been blessed with gracious revivals. When we have read 
such reports, let us “ thank God and take courage.” 

Andrew Chapel Mission, Savannah, served by Rev. James F. 
Ellison, furnishes no report. 

Bethel Colored Mission was served by Rev. J. J. Morgan and 
- Rev. R. W. Lovett, in connection with the Bethel Circuit, and 
from it we have only this report, “ it has only three appointments 
and is in a cold condition.” 

The Burke Colored Mission was served by Rev. Thomas B. 
Lanier, who reports the mission as self-sustaining ; that it has 
paid for the missionary’s support $1,224 ; that out of ten : thousand 
negroes within the limits of the mission, only about three 
thousand have the benefit of the Gospel ; that there are 1,100 
members, 54 probationers, and 250 catechumens. 

Louisville Colored Mission has been served in connection with 
the Louisville Circuit by Rev. D. R. McWilliams and Rev. E. P. 
Bonner. It has paid its missionaries $675, has been increased in 
its membership by 200 members, and is reported prosperous. 

Columbia Colored Mission was served by R^v. Julius T. 
Curtis, who reports 225 members, 1 '7 5 probationers, and $1,136 
paid to the missionary. 

Buffalo Mission, served by Rev. J. W. Knight, who reports 
120 members, 150 catechumens, and $400 paid to missionary. 
Coweta Mission , served by Rev. Wrn. Park, who> reports 58 
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members, 79 probationers, 192 catechumens, and $200 raised for 
the support of the missionary. In an improving condition. 

» Richmond Colored Mission was served in connection with 
Richmond Circuit, by Rev. Isaac S. T. Hopkins. He says in his 
report: “There are few negroes comparatively in Richmond 
county, and nothing is paid especially to the support of the 
mission. There are about 50 members and 20 probationers, and 
the mission may be reported as in a prosperous condition.” 

Gibson Mission , served by Rev. Robert H. Rogers, has 7 
appointments, ia4ull connection 200 whites and 50 colored, on 
probation 20 whites and 80 colored, and one Sunday School in 
flourishing condition. Paid the missionary $123. Its continuance 
desired. 

Athens Colored Mission was served by Rev. W. P. Pattillo. 
It has 203 members, 16 probationers, 15 catechumens, 4 Sunday 
School teachers, and paid to the missionary $315. 

Watkinsville and Colored Mission. No report. 

Factory Mission , served by Rev. M. F. Malsby, embraces the 
High Shoals, Princeton and Georgia Factories, and the Paper 
Mill, has a membership of 224, has paid in money and in thread, 
taken at its market price, $755, and has two flourishing Sunday 
Schools. 'V « 

Jefferson Colored Mission . No report. 

Morgan and Colored Mission was served in connection with the 
Circuit, by Rev. Daniel Kelsey. The missionary says : “ There 
has been no special revival, yet the continuance of the mission is 
essential to the existence of the circuit.”

Lexington and Colored Mission, served by Rev. Henry Cranford, 
who reports 40 received on probation, and $600 in old issue paid 
to the missionary. 

Wilkes and Colored Mission. No report. 

Broad River Mission, served by William T. Norman. It has 
in full connection 15 white and 113 colored members, on proba- 
tion 3 whites and 26 negroes, and 115 catechumens, paid $514.33 
to the missionary. Its continuance is much desired by its patrons. 

Lincolnton and Colored Mission. No report. 

Elberton and Colored Mission was served in connection with the 
Circuit, by Rev. J. M. Austin and Rev. J. W. Neese ; has ^ 
membership of 400, is in good condition, and paid towards its 
support $500. 

Clarkesville and Clayton Mission , served in connection with the 
Circuit, by Rev. E. G Murrah, who says it has 9 appointments, 
is in a languishing condition, paid $50 for its support, and has 
200 members.

Macon Colored Mission — The missionary, Rev. John W. Burke, 
says of his charge : u It is not in a very healthy condition, owing 
to the fact that the Church was taken in June for a hospital. 
There are 728 members, 705 probationers and 75 catechumens.” 
Putnam Colored Mission has been served in connection with 
the Circuit, by Rev. J. J. Singleton and Rev. T. A. Parr. 
It has 400 members, 15 probationers, and is stated to be pros- 
perous. , - 

Everett Mission. No report. 

Chattahoochee Mission. No report. 

Georgetown and Mission has been served by Rev. J oseph T. 
Turner; has in full connection 55 white and 50 colored members, 
on probation 4 whites and 40 negroes, 40 catechumens, and has 
raised for missions $360.81. 

Staricville and Colored Mission. No report. 

Isabella Mission , served by Rev. Gibson C. Andrews. The 
missionary reports his charge as so prosperous that his last quar- 
terly conference requested of v the Bishop and Cabinet that it be 
made a Circuit. He supposes that the Missionary Board “ will 
not object to this change in its relation.” 

Mount Vernon Mission , served by Rev. W. T. McMichael, who 
reports 295 white and 55 colored members, 65 white and 31 
colored probationers, $400 raised for its support, and $33 Con- 
ference collection. 

Hinesville and Colored Mission. ' No report. 

Statesboro’ Mission. No report. 
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Houston Mission, served by Iiev. Alfred Dorman, who reports 
11 appointments, 4 local preachers, 191 white and G colored 
members, 9 white and 1 colored probationer. It has 4 Sabbath 
Schools, has paid $439.17 for support of the missionary, $114.58 
to the Missionary Society, and $34.35 for Sabbath School pur- 
poses. Continuance recommended. 

Everett Mission , served by Rev. J. Dunwoody, who reports a 
membership of 182, and 100 catechumens. Brother Dunwoody 
thinks that “the war has occupied the minds of his people too 
much.” 

Hancock Factory Mission, served by Rev. J. V. M. Morris, who 
reports 79 members, 28 probationers and 2 Sunday Schools. It 
raised for the Missionary treasury $125, for the Conference fund 
$159, for Bishops $75, paid to the missionary $550, and brother 
Morris adds, “ boarded him.” He says it is self-sustaining, an 
announcement not in the least unpleasant to the Missionary 
Board. 

Columbus Factory Misoion, served by Rev. J. T. Ainsworth, has 
2 flourishing Sunday Schools and a membership of about 400. 
The mission has paid $2,000 to the support of the missionary, 
built a. good parsonage, and is in a prosperous condition. 

Dahlonega and Colored Mission — Rev. R. Q. Allen, the mission- 
ary, reports 11 appointments, at all of which there have been 
gracious revivals; there are 219 white and 19 colored members, 
139 white and 9 colored probationers. Paid to the mission- 
ary $247. . 

Army Missions . — The report upon Army Missions presented to 
the Board of Managers by the Army Mission Committee, is 
interesting enough to be read entire before this Society, did our 
time allow it. We present a condensed statement of these most 
interesting and important missionary labors : 

Rev. T. B. Harben was assigned early in the spring to Gordon’s 
Brigade, Army of Virginia. He has followed the fortunes of his 
command, has ensured in common with the other Army Mission- 
aries a hard service; has been so successful and acceptable as to 
eljcit from a large number of officers a petition for his return. 

Rev. Georye R. Yarbrough w r as assigned to ^Vofford’s Brigade, 
Rongstreet’s Corps. He joined his command in East Tennessee, 
labored diligently, usefully and most acceptably with his Brigade. 
Family circumstances drove him home in the summer. Soon 
after returning to Virginia, his health failed, and he was again 
brought home. A severe illness in the fall left him utterly unable 
to return to the ^my. While lie was able to be with his brigade, 
a genuine Christian devotion characterized his missionary labors. 

Rev. T. H. Stewart was seut to Thomas’s Brigade, Army of 
Virginia. The Committee did not hear from him till late in the 
spring, when he reported himself at w r ork with a large and 
encouraging field before him. Since the latter part of May, the 
. Committee have received po report from him. 

Rev. J. W. Turner has labored through the year in the field 
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assigned him by the Bishop — in and around Savaunah, at the 
hospitals and isolated posts along the coast. His reports have 
been regular, and show commendable diligence. His labors have 
been arduous, while the peculiarity of his field has deprived him 
of some of those encouragements which are found in the regular 
Army Mission work. Yet his labors have been blessed with 
visible fruit, and he has been cheered by the joy with which the 
sick and wounded have received the word of life. 

Rev. A. M. Thigpen, already a Chaplain in Colquitt’s Brigade, 
was appointed Missionary to the brigade, and followed, through 
a most arduous campaign in South Carolina, Florida and Vir- 
ginia, the fortunes of his command. His reports give evidence 
of unceasing and successful labors, and his services should not be 
lost to the army so long as it is possible to retain him there. A 
strong petition begs that he may be returned. 

Rev. P. C. Harper, a local preacher, was assigned to a command 
in the Army of, Virginia, but family matters and feeble health 
soon brought him home. He was transferred to the General 
Missionary Board, and by it assigned to hospital duty. 

In February, Atticus G. Hiygood was 'appointed to Bryan’s 
Brigade. He remained connected with that command till sick- 
ness early in the summer drove him home. He was then assigned 
to such duty as he could do in and around Atlanta. Continued 
feeble health forced him entirely out of the field about the 1st 
September. 

Rev. J. W. McGehee was assigned to Tyler’s and Stovall’s 
Brigades in February. He labored zealously and successfully 
till early in the fall, when sickness rendered field service imprac- 
ticable. 

Rev. L. R. Redding served in Gist’s and in Wilson’s Brigades 
most successfully till near the time appointed for holding the 
Conference. 

Rev. R. B. Lester was assigned to Jackson’s Brigade, Army of 
Tennessee. He has been earnest and successfcil, and has kept 
faithfully to his work. 

Rev. L. B. Payne was temporarily assigned to the hospitals 
along the line of railroad from Griffin to Savannah. He was 
then sent to Cumming’s Brigade, Army of Tennessee, in which 
commaud he has done faithfully, acceptably, and most successfully 
the work of an Army Missionary. 

It is proper to add at this point, that besides supporting these 
Missionaries, the Committee increased the salaries $50 per month 
of Chaplains J. O. A. Cook, A. J. Jarrell, J- JV. Stokes, W. E. 
Jones, W. C. Dunlap, G. F. Embry and W. A. Simmons* 

It is a matter of regret that it is impossible to present an 
aggregate report of results accomplished by these Jfrissionaries ; 
but we may conclude by saying they have made good proof of 
their ministry, and' that the immortal fruits of their labors will 
be manifested in the day of the Lord. *«

REPORT OF THE BOOK COMMITTEE. 

The Book Committee of the Georgia Conference submit the 
following as their annual report : 

The business of the depository has been successfully conducted 
during the past year. The report of the Agenl, Rev. J. W. 
Burke, for the year ending October 1st, 1864, shows that the 
sales for the year amount to $212,320 29, on which a nett protit 
of $40,479 23 has been realized, making the nett capital of the 
depository at that date $97,614.84. 

When we retrospect the past, and recall to mind the insignifi- 
cant amount of capital with which the Depository was launched 
into being, and the manifold difficulties which have been encoun- 
tered iy its management during the last four years, we cannot but
